ufacturiap section of North America. Twenty years ago cotton 
mills began to appear in the Carolinas and other southern states. 
Now there are more spindles in the south than in the 


.nd states, and the glory of Xcw EQglaad has * 


It is Raid business of tlie New- England mills in Massachusetts 


mid Khode Island is absolutely in the dftlldrunw, and some of 
the manufacturers say the -worst is yet to come, llany of the 
manufacturers are demanding a reduction in wages of at least 
twenty per cent. 


There are forty-eight Corporations operating 111 mills in Fall 


River. Massachusetts. It'js said depression has hit these mills the 
worst and the month of May showed the highest percentage of 
curtailment since the depression firs; made itself felt more than 
a year ago. 


Only seven thousand of the thirtv.five thousand mill operators 


are working. Some mills are working one week and shotting 
down for TWO. Others are running two or three days a week. 
High priced cotton is not the only explanation put forward by 
the ^Cew Eaglandcrs as to the existing condition. 


Southern competition, the tariff, high taxes, methods of sell- 


ing product, and many other things are blamed, one of the 
leading mill owners of New England gave as the reason that 
his customers are now buying in the south. He further said 
that it would save a thousand dollars a week on his mill if he 
were operating it in the south. 


Another Xew England manufacturer declared that city and 


stale taxes on his plant has jumped from twenty-seven thou- 
sand dollars before the war to a hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars now. 


He said that if he could be saved that difference in taxes 


his aiill would be running in full instead of at sixty per cent 
capacity. Cotton mills are springing up in the land where the 
cotton blossoms grow. 


In the years to come the textile industry will flourish in the 


states where the cotton is produced. Cotton mill operatives in 
southern states work sixty hours a week; child labor is not 
barred. 
*. 


This is one of the reasons why t»e twentieth amendment to
